MADISON, Wis., May 22.— During 
the first three months of the opera­ 
tion of the new weights and mea­ 
sures law this year, 66.1 per cent of 
the 18,395 weights and measures in­ 
spected by the state department were 
correct. 
The number adjusted was 
6.2 per cent and the number sealed 
72.3 per cent of the total. The num ­ 
ber condemned for repairs was 1,- 
951, or 10.6 per cent, and the num ­ 
ber condemned absolutely was 3,152, 
or 17.1 per cent. 
It is not possible to estimate with 
any degree of exactness the pecun­ 
iary saving to the people of Wiscon­ 
sin from the enforcement of the new 
law’, State Inspector Fred L. Downing 
says it will amount to “thousands of 
dollars.”
